fort sacrificed by a weight at the chest from 
inperfect digestion of food. These obser- 
vations apply especially to elderly persons 
who are prone to fatter themselves into the 
persuasion that they can use their mental or 
bodily powers in age as in youth.—Thes 
Docior.
